the .economy which is now 
more sluggish than the ad- 
ministration anticipated. This 
could give the administration 
stronger economic data to 
present to Congress later this 
spring in defending its surtax 
plan.

State Aid to Schools 


With the possible exception of the historic 


tax bill itself, no undertaking of the Nebras- 
ka Legislature this year is more far-reaching 
than the establishment of state aid to public 
schools.

The lawmakers will get their teeth 


into this matter next Monday when the 
Education Committee takes testimony on 
LB448.

This is essentially the same bill intro- 


duced by Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly in 
the past three legislative sessions. It would 
install a system of distributing state funds to 
local school districts in such a way as to 
help achieve two prime objectives: (1) equal- 
ization of educational opportunities of Ne- 
braska youngsters and (2i equalization of the 
tax burden of Nebraskans for the support of 
education. 


This would be accomplished by the use 


of two separate funds, distribution of which 
is necessarily complicated. 


The first would be known as the "foun- 


dation aid fund." To qualify for revenue from 
this source, a school district would have to 
be imposing a minimum property tax levy 
of its own. The minimums vary for various 
classes of districts. 


Districts meeting this minimum l e v y 


would be entitled to money from the founda- 
tion fund, according to the number of stu- 
dents in various grades. This provides incen- 
tive for a district to impose its own minimum 
tax levy.

The second fund, known as the "equal- 


ization aid fund," would be used to get 


the expenditure-per-pupil up to certain 
minimums specified in the bill. It would 
pay districts the difference between these 
minimum standards and the amount per 
pupil being raised by the district's own 
tax levy plus its receipts from the foun- 
dation aid fund.

This would give a needed financial boost 


to districts which are making a creditable 
effort but still are not spending the mini- 
mum amount per pupil as deemed essential 
by the bill. 


As written, the bill would require about 


$40 million a year. Backers of the measure 
are thinking in terms of $20 million as be- 
ing more realistic to begin the program. 
Whatever the amount, it would have the twin 
benefits of improving the quality of educa- 
tion and-or lowering local property taxes. 


Some sentiment has developed for forc- 


ing school districts to use the state money 
mostly to lower local taxes rather than to im- 
prove educational quality. This would be ac- 
complished by limiting the districts' increase 
in per-pupil costs to 8% a year. 


Since most Nebraska schools now are 


raising their expenditures by more than 8% 
a year, this would place an unreasonable re- 
striction on a district's ability to improve it- 
self. Determination of how the state money 
should be used can best be left to the dis- 
cretion of local school officials.

Without this crippling restriction, LB- 


448 is an excellent piece of legislation on 
a subject too long neglected in Nebraska. 
Its passage will be immensely beneficial 
to the state.

Failure of some programs has been t h e 


inspiration for experimentation. Out in Berk- 
eley, Calif., William Johntz is conducting an 
experiment in several predominantly Negro 
grade schools which he feels can eventually 
revolutionize elementary education. 


Johntz's experiment is to start college 


preparation early. His program is unlike other 
programs which he says "are m e r e l y re- 
medial." "I had the notion that elementary 
school children could do amazing things with 
abstract reasoning," he says. 


Johntz says that the slum child is not at 


a disadvantage with respect to the more for- 
tunate child in subjects like theoretical math 
of foreign languages. 
So four years ago, 


Johntz, then a math teacher in Berkeley High 
School, started teaching a class in advanced 
algebra and coordinate geometry to pupils in 
a slum school during his lunch hour. T h e 
next year the Berkeley School District granted 
him halftime for his elementary experiment. 
Now he spends all his time directing the pro- 
gram. 


One o! the teachers in a Berkeley grade 


school says it Is exciting to see alert, bright 
children whose interest has been dulled or 
killed by sitting year after year, unchallenged 
and neglected, beginning to use their minds so 
creatively.

At Hartford, Conn., 255 inner city pupils 


in kindergarten through fifth grade ride buses 
to schools in five receiving suburbs. Known as 
Project Concern, this program wants to prove 
not that integration works, but that educational 
intervention does. 


The project is designed to show that the 


low educational achievement of the disadvan- 
taged child is a result of the interaction of the 
neighborhood and the neighborhood school in 
environments that require more discipline 
than teaching. Data on academic progress are 
not yet available, but other signs indicate that 
Project Concern's premise is right.

.ame bill intro ­ 
duced by Sen. Jero me Warner o f Waverly in 
the past three leg islative sessio ns. It wo uld 
install a sy stem o f distribu ting state funds to 
lo cal scho o l districts in such a way as to 
help achieve two prime o bjective^: (li equ al­ 
izatio n o f edu catio nal o ppo rtu nities o f Ne- 
bra.Nk a y o u ng sters and i2i equ alizatio n o f the 
tax bu rden o f Nebrask ans fo r the suppo rt o f 
edu catio n. 
This wo uld be acco mplished by the use 
o f two separate funds, distribu tio n o f which 
is necessarily co mplicated. 
The first wo uld be k no wn as the “fo un­ 
datio n aid fu nd.” To qu alify fo r revenu e fro m 
this so u rce, a scho o l district wo uld have to 
be impo sing a minimu m pro perty tax levy

county officers using 
their 


private automobiles on busi- 
ness from 8 cents to 10 cents 
per mile. 


The c o m m i t t e e 
rec- 


ommended, among o t h e r 
things, that the salary of Su- 
preme Court judges be in- 
creased from $17,000 to $20,500 
a year and the salry of dis- 
trict judges be hiked from 
$15,000 to $18,000. 


Under the committee rec- 


ommendations, the 
pay of 


county board members would 
go from $6,000 to $8,000 and 
state railway commissioners' 
pay would climb from $10,000 
to $12,000. 


The committee killed five 


other salary bills, including 
proposals for hikes in the sal- 
aries of the governor, attor- 
ney general and secretary of 
state. 


Committee Chairman Har- 


old Stryker of Rising City 
noted that salaries for the 
three state offices could not 
be raised until 1970 when cur- 
rent four-year terms expire. 


He said the committee felt 


that t h e 1969 Legislature 
would be in a better position 
to provide pay raises for those 
jobs.

Decline, It Any., Will Be 
Orderly in Thayer County

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 


Alexandria — "If the small towns con- 


tinues to decline, at least it should do so on 
an orderly basis." 


Such thinking has prompted the start of 


a Thayer County joint planning commission, 
one of few in the state. The Rev. K e i t h 
Roumpf is one of the plan's main sparkplugs 
—though he has to share the credit with a 
proposed sewer system. 


"There had to be a county commission 


before Alexandria could qualify for a fed- 
eral sewer grant, but over-all planning w i l l 
open up all sorts of other possibilities for a 
rural county like ours," noted the Presby- 
terian minister. "Of course our towns have 
already made some progress, but now we 
can sit down and really analyze the poten- 
tial." 


With local planning groups already ex- 


isting at Alexandria, Deshler and Hebron, 
the county commissioners have appointed 
representatives to be joined later by town 
appointees. Representing the three commis- 
sioner districts are 
Adolph Vortman of 


Deshler, Norman Ough of Hebron and Leo 
Lang of Carleton. 


"Basically the group will cooperate in 


such areas as county-wide beautification, in- 
dustrial growth and zoning," noted County 


Attorney Leonard Germer. "The planning 
should encourage development while lessen* 
ing duplication of effort. Every town in the 
county doesn't need a golf course, for ex- 
ample, but joint planning will help w i t h 
needs which do exist." 


According to the Nebraska Division of 


Resources at least 14 such commissions are 
now in "some stage of existence." D o u g 
Dereuter, assistant director of planning, has 
worked with Thayer and several other coun- 
ties. 


University of Nebraska personnel a r e 


also promoting the groups, as well as some 
of the new offices under the Economic Op- 
portunity Act. Bob Gerdes of Blue Valley 
Community Action, Inc., feels the Thayer 
commission is "something which should be 
considered by every county." 


The Rev. Mr. Roumpf believes cooper- 


ation by his county's 11 towns can help 
stabilize agriculture, bolster recreation and 
"possibly even attract industry." Alexan- 
dria's Community Club, headed by D a r y 1 
Easley, is giving thought particularly to re- 
tirement housing. 


Regarding the sewer system which acted

Decline^ If Any, Will Be 
Ord erly in Tha yer Co unty

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
A lexandria — “ If the sm all towns con­ 
tinues to decline, at least it should do so on 
an orderly b asis.” 
Such thinking has prom pted the start of 
a Thay er County joint planning commission, 
one of few in the state. The Rev. 
K e i t h 
Roumpf is one of the plan’s m ain sparkplugs 
—though he has to share the credit with 
a 
proposed sewer sy stem . 
“ There had to be a county commission 
before Alexandria could qualify for a fed­ 
eral sewer g rant, but over-all planning w i l l 
open up all sorts of other possibilities for a 
rural county like ours,” noted the Presby ­ 
terian minister. “ Of course our towns have 
already made some prog ress, but now we 
can sit down and really analy ze the poten­ 
tia l.” 
With local planning groups already ex­ 
isting at Alexandria, Deshler and Heb ron, 
the county com m issioners have appointed 
representatives to b e joined later b y town 
appointees. Representing the three com m is­ 
sioner districts are Adolph Vortm an 
of 
D eshler, N orm an Ough 
of Heb ron and Leo 
Lang of Carleton. 
“ Basically the g roup will cooperate in 
such areas as county -wide beautification, in­ 
dustrial g rowth and zoning ,” noted County 


Attorney Leonard Germer. “ The planning 
should encourag e development while lessen­ 
ing duplication of effort. Every town in tho 
county doesn’t need a g olf course, for Ex­ 
ample, but joint planning will help w i t h 
needs which do exist.” 
According to the N eb raska Division of 
Resources at least 14 such commissions are 
now in “ some stage of existence.” D o ug 
D ereuter, assistant director of planning, has 
worked with Thay er and several other coun­ 
ties.

Despite an attorney gen- 


eral's opinion, Game Com- 
mission Director M. 0. Steen 
has t o l d the Legislature's

Masters All Clover to Bert Yancey 


Augusta, Ga. 
Cff) — Arnold Palmer went tromping 


through a muddy ditch. Jack Nicklaus floundered through 
woods and water. Billy Casper was bothered by the 
gusty, fickle winds. 


But it was all clover for young Bert Yancey — all 


clover, sweet lies and gentle breezes. 
"It's a friendly course," the one-time West Point 


cadet said Thursday after forging a five-under-par 67 and 
taking a three-stroke lead in the first round of the 31st 
Masters Golf Tourney. 


"It's a lovely course," Yancey continued after play- 


ing his first competitive round over the lush, flowery 
Augusta National course. A week ago he hadn't even 
seen the 6,980-yard, par 72 layout. 


"Terrible," said Palmer, the only four-time champ 


and co-favorite with Nicklaus in the pre-tourney picking, 
who shot a 73. 


"Not good," said Nicklaus, who has won the last 


two Masters' titles and had a first round 72. 


"Difficult," said Casper, the reigning U.S. Open cham- 


pion who recovered for a solid 70. 


"I love it," said Yancey. But they agreed on one 
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thing — 28-year-old Bert had played himself quite a round. 


"Under the conditions, a great round," Nicklaus said. 
"A very good round, considering 
the conditions," 


Palmer said. 


"I thought I'd do well," said Yancey, whose gallery 


on the first few holes consisted almost entirely of his 
mother, his father and his wife. 


Yancey, a Tallahassee, Fla., native, had six birdies, 


one bogey, his all 18 greens and 17 fairways in his ex- 
cellent round. 


Yancey came into his own on the pro tour last sea- 


son, winning three tournaments and $42,938 after a series of 
earlier misfortunes and disappointments. 


He entered West Point in 1057 and was captain of 


the golf team in 1960. Shortly after, in his senior \ear. 
he suffered a nervous breakdown and was discharged 
from the service after he was released from the hospital. 


Palmer and Nicklaus were very critical of the course 


—but didn't offer it as an excuse. Palmer said the grass 
on the fairways was very deep "giving us a lot of grassy 
lies." Nicklaus made the same observation. 


"You 
can't put any spin on the ball," Jack said 


Bruce Devlin of Australia holed a four-wood shot from 


230 yards for a double-eagle deuce Thursday on the 530- 
yard eighth hole. 


It was the second double-eagle in the history of the 


tournament, dating back to 1934. 


The other was the famous double-eagle scored by 


Gene Sarazen on the 520-yard 15th in the final round 
of the 1935 tournament. The shot enabled Sarazen to tie 
Craig Wood, whom he beat in a playoff.

NU's Stevens Takes Augustana Cage Post

University of Nebraska assistant basketball coach Ed 


Stevens has accepted the head basketball coaching posi- 
tion at Augustana College in Sioux Falls, S.D. 


Stevens, former Nebraska Wesleyan star and success-^ 


ful high school coach, succeeds former 
Kansas State ace Roy DeWitz, who 10 
days ago resigned to become an as- 
sistant to Norm Stewart at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. 


"This all came about rather sud- 


denly," Stevens said. "I wasn't looking 
for a job and I was really very happy 
here at Nebraska working with Joe 
(head coach Cipriano) and Glen (fresh* 
man coach Potter). 


"But I think anybody with ambition is looking for a 


head coaching job, and I consider this a real fine oppor- 
tunity." 


Augustana is small in enrolment with 2,200 students 


but places heavy emphasis on athletics. 


Ed Stevens 


American Lutheran in denomination, Augustana is one 


of two private schools competing in the North Central Con- 
ference. Morningside is the other. 


The rest are state schools—North Dakota, North Da- 


kota State, South Dakota, South Dakota State and State 
College of Iowa, from which Stewart went to Missouri. 


The conference has dominated the NCAA college di- 


vision basketball regional for the past several years. 


"Augustana is a good, solid school and gives enough 


scholarships to remain competitive," Stevens said. He will 
have 12-15 full rides to pass out. 


It's big league with scheduling, too. Next year, for 


example, Augustana will play traditionally strong Loyola 
of Chicago, Montana, DePaul and Phillips 66ers. 


Stevens will have three returning starters from a 13-12 
team, including a loss to National Invitation Tournament 
champion and the nation's top ranked college division 
team, Southern Illinois. 


Ed will have an excellent home court. The Sioux Falls 


Arena, seating 10,100, is considered as good as anything in 
the Big Eight, excepting possibly Kansas' Allen Field 
House. 


Stevens said he will tie up loose ends at Nebraska be- 


fore moving up to Sioux Falls in about a week. He said he 
wants to get going on recruiting where DeWitz left with 
groundwork laid but little sewn up. 


He plans on sticking with full-court press, fast break 


basketball, talent permitting, that he has played and 
coached all his life. 


Stevens began his basketball career as an all-stater 


in Upton, Wyo., and followed with three successful years 
at Wesleyan. The Plainsmen were 20-8 and 23-4 in his 
junior and senior years. 


Following graduation in 1963, Stevens coached Alvo- 


Eagle to a sixth ranking and a 20-2 record and tutored 
Madison to runner-up in the Class B state tournament in 
1965 with a 21-3 record. 


He entered the University of Nebraska that fall to 


work on a Master's Degree and served Cipriano as a 
graduate assistant. When Bob Gates quit to take the 
Pershing College athletic director-basketball coach-baseball 
coach-dean of boys position last spring Stevens moved up 
as a full-time assistant. 


Stevens is married to the former Linda Lowenstein and 


the couple has a two-month-old daughter, Carla Sue.

Mourning Doves Again 
Spared by Legislature 


N e b r a s k a ' s mourning 


doves, described as every- 
thing from ruthless to harm- 
less, were saved from hunt- 
ers' shells again Thursday 
when the Legislature's Agri- 
culture and Recreation Com- 
mittee voted 5-3 to kjll the 
bill sponsored by Sen. Calis- 
ta Cooper Hughes. 


However, proponents of the 


bill may try to raise it again 
on the floor of the Legisla- 
ture to make the hunting of 
mourning doves legal. 


T h e 
Legislature in 1953 


made dove hunting illegal 
and each session since then, 
the bill to revive dove hunt- 
ing has drawn lively debate. 


Thursday was no exception 


with most of the arguments 
based more on emotions than 
fact. 


Much of the opposition to 


the bill was based on the ar- 
gument that the mourning 
dove should be classified as 
a songbird and not as a game 
bird. 


However, Frank Foote of 


the Nebraska Game Commis- 
sion pointed out that the dove 
has been classified by t h e 
Federal 
Government as a 


game bird. 


"There is no question that 


the dove is a game bird," 
Foote explained. "It has been 
designated as such by t h e 


Federal Government and the 
ruling has been upheld in a 
test case before the Supreme 
Court." 


The committee advanced to 


general file a bill w h i c h 
would increase hunting and 
fishing fees in the state. 


The b i l l , introduced by 


Glenn Viehmeyer of N o r t h 
Platte, would increase t h e 
resident hunting fee to $4, 
fishing to $3.50 and the fee 
for both to $7. 


The non-resident fee would 


be raised to $2.50 for a five- 
day fishing permit and to S6 
for a full year. The non-resi- 
dent hunting p.ermit would be 
raised to $25 per year.

Stev ens has accepted the head basketball coaching posi­ 
tion at Augustana College in Sioux Falls, S.D. 
Stev ens, former Nebraska Wesleyan star and success^ 
ful high school coach, succeeds former 
Kansas State ace Roy DeWitz, who 10 
days ago resigned to become an as­ 
sistant to Norm Stewart at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Missouri. 
“ This all came about rather sud­ 
denly,” Stev ens said. “ I wasn’t looking 
for a job and 1 was really v ery happy 
here at Nebraska working with Joe 
(head coach Cipriano) and Glen (fresh­ 
man coach Potter). 
Ed Stev ens 
“ But I think anybody with ambition is looking for a 
head coaching job, and I consider this a real fine oppor­ 
tunity.” 
Augustana is small in enrolment with 2,200 students 
but places heav y emphasis on athletics. 


American Lutheran in denomination, Augustana is one 
of two priv ate schools competing in the North Central Con­ 
ference. Morningside is the other. 
The rest a re sta te scho o ls—No rth Da ko ta , No rth Da ­ 
ko ta Sta te, So uth Da ko ta , So uth Da ko ta Sta te a nd Sta te 
Co lleg e o f Io wa , fro m which Stewa rt went to Misso uri. 
The conference has dominated the NC.AA college di­ 
v ision basketball regional for the past sev eral years. 
“Augustana is a good, solid school and giv es enough 
scholarships to rem ain competitiv e,” Stev ens said. He will 
hav e 12-15 full rides to pass out. 
It’s big league with scheduling, too. Next year, for 
example, Augustana will play traditionally strong Loyola 
of Chicago, Montana, DePaul and Phillips 66ers. 
Stev ens will ha v e three returning sta rters fro m a 
13-12 
tea m, including a lo ss to Na tio na l Inv ita tio n To urna ment 
cha mpio n a nd the na tio n’s to p ra nked co lleg e div isio n 
tea m. So uthern Illino is. 
Ed will hav e an excellent home court. The Sioux Falls 
Arena, seating 10,100, is considered as good as anything in 
the Big Eight, excepting possibly Kansas’ Allen Field 
House. 


Stev ens said he will tie up loose ends at Nebraska be­ 
fore mov ing up to Sioux Falls in about a week. He said he 
wants to get going on recruiting where DeWitz left with 
groundwork laid but little sewn up. 
He plans on sticking with full-court press, fast break 
basketball, talent permitting, that he has played and 
coached all his life. 
Stev ens began his basketball career as an all-stater 
in Upton, Wyo., and followed with three successful years 
at Wesleyan. The Plainsmen were 20-8 and 23-4 in his 
junior and senior years. 
Following graduation in 19 63, Stev ens coached Alv o- 
Eagle to a sixth ranking and a 20-2 record and tutored 
Madison to runner-up in the Class B state tournament in 
1%5 with a 21-3 record. 
He entered the Univ ersity of Nebraska that fall to 
work on a M aster’s Degree and serv ed Cipriano as a 
graduate assistant. When Bob Gates q uit to take the 
Pershing College athletic director-basketball coach-baseball 
coach-dean of boys position last spring Stev ens mov ed up 
as a full-time assistant. 
Stev ens is m arried to the former Linda Lowenstein and

Building 
Bill OK 
Is Urged 


City, State 
Plan Is Told 


The Legislative C o u n c i l 


Executive Committee has rec- 
ommended passage of a bill 
permitting the State of Ne- 
braska to enter into a lease- 
purchase agreement with the 
City of Lincoln for a new of- 
fice building. 


The bill also will be pre- 


pared to establish 
specific 


procedures for construction of 
the facility on 15th Street, 
north of the statehouse, ac- 
cording to Sen. Jerome War- 
ner of Waverly. 


The proposal will be pre- 


sented to the full Legislature 
as soon as possible with swift 
enactment s o u g h t , Warner 
said. 


Under the plan, the city has 


offered to use its revenue 
bond authority to finance con- 
struction of the building and 
the city would also plan to con- 
struct parking facilities with- 
in the structure. 


The state then would make 


annual lease payments, ac- 
quiring the building after all 
bonds are retired. 


Z Appraisers 


City Atty. Ralph Nelson said 


the city is prepared to "move 
very fast" in acquiring land 
once the Legislature has de- 
termined whether it wishes to 
accept the city's proposal. 


The city would use two ap- 


praisers to get a fair apprais- 
al of the land involved, Nel- 
son said, and it is prepared 
to go to court if condemna- 
tion proceedings are required. 


Warner estimated the cost 


between $4 million and $5 mil- 
lion and said the building is 
needed b a d l y to relieve 
crowded conditions in t h e 
statehouse. 


Assistant Atty. General Cal- 


vin Robinson told the com- 
mittee it is hard to judge at 
this point whether the Ne- 
braska Supreme Court might 
uphold the arrangement in 
view of a constitutional pro- 
hibition against debt. 


However, he added: "We 


feel the proposition could be 
argued in good conscience in 
court." 


Urgent Cry 


Speaker Elvin Adamson of 


Valentine said the decision on 
a site will be made on the 
floor by the full Legislature. 


"The proposal should be ex- 


pedited," s a i d 
Adamson. 


"There is an urgent cry for 
a state office building." 


Adamson noted that the 


Legislature also will need to 
repeal a previous law requir- 
ing the building to be con- 
structed on state-owned prop- 
erty if the Lincoln plan is ac- 
cepted. 


The 1965 Legislature enact- 


acted a special property tax 
levy to finance construction 
of an office building a n d 
about $1.5 million has been 
accumulated in this f u n d 
w h i c h was automatically 
closed down when voters ban- 
ished the state property tax 
last fall. 


Warner said this money can 


be reappropriated 
for t h e 


state-city structure which he 
said he will recommend on 
the 15th Street location a 
block north of the statehouse. 


But, 
he added, an additional 


allocation will be necessary 
for annual lease payments.
